THE SAINAM MURDER, 


ACCUSED FOUND GUILTY. 
ae 
Sentenced to be Hanged. 
(From Our Special Correspondent, ) 
Qanton, Jono 14, 

Abdul Khalik, who is charged with tho 
murder of Mahommed Jemal at. Sainam on 
March 24, was again before Sir Hiram 8, 
Wilkinson at the British Consular Court 
to-day. 

MrT, N. Ward, who had charge of the 
Sainam section of the railway line at tho 
time of the alleged murdor, gave evidence 
to the offect that on March 24, about two 
s.1n. he waa roused by tho two Indians. 
(Sheer Ali and Khalik) and at their request 
he went to the matshod, in which the 
Indians dwelt. Hero he saw that Mahon’ 
med Joma! was lying in bed, as though 
asleep. The bed clothes wore smooth and 
did not appear to havo beon disturbed; He 
bent over tho prostmte Indian and eaw 
that he had a bullet wound on the loft side 
of the head. Blood was oozing from the 
hole, which had an indented appearance. 
Jemal worthen dead, Ue examined him 
and found another wound on the right aide 
of the host, higher up than the one un the 
loft side, Tho appearance of both these 
wounds gave him thy impression that tho 
bullet entered tho loft aide of the head and 
came out on the right side, The right side 
of the bead lay on the pillow, and thu pil- 
low had arent in it. He mado a cumory 


search for the bullet then, but as there wan 
insufticiont light to enable him to look pro- 
perly, ho discontinued his search until day.

Mr Pollock then addressed the jury and 
roferred to the evidence of the main wit- 
ness for the prosecution, Sheer Ali, Tho 
inain points in his story had been givon at 
previous examinations, but there wero 
fow ininor discrepancies, the evidence on 
the whole, however, being satisfactory, 
When a witness had to give evidenco 
through an interpreter thoy wero placed at 
a disndvanlage ; some interpreters were 
good ; ethers were only moderate, ani 
minor differences would be dus, Tobahly, 
toa misunderstanding. He quoted author. 
ity to provu that if thero was substantial 

grevnent in the main betweon the two star- 
jes, then too much weight should not be giv- 
en tothe minordiffcrences, Sheer Ali's evid- 
ence was strongly against the accused, and 
the accused, by accounting fer the affair hy 
an improbable story, had made matters 
worse for himself. Lf he was an innocont 
Pman why did he anake up such an im 

probable story? The acoused had sub- 
mitted a story which, if. taken to be 
improbable, went a long way towards 
showing that he was the man who was 
guilty of tho crime. Thero were oply 
three persons in-the room at the time of 
the murdor—the deceased, the accused and 
@ Rousaian, Tho Russian hnd formerly 
been nn omployé of the railway Com- 
piny. but had been discharged — for 
drunkenness, He had taken a night's 
lodging with the Indians, but shortly afior 
the crime was committed he disappeared. 
After he had gone the accused remarked to 
one of the foreigners that he had advised 
the Russian to go away, for fear that ho 
might be suspected for the murder. Tho 
prisoner did not charge tho Russian with 
the murdor, ho charged two persons whom 
he described as being drssed as Chineso 
soldiers. They rushed out of tho house, 
after killing omal, and he jumped out of 
bed after them. When the crime hap- 
pened the ptisoner stated that he was

takes, and in a matter of this kind mistakes, 
however trifling, in character, wore very 
serious, when his evidence as a whole was 
considered. The prisoner, when asked by 
Sheer Ali why ha killed Joma!, is atated 
by Sheor Ali on one ocasion to have made a 
certain reply, while Bheer Ali on another 
Ocedaion said that accused actually admitted 
killing the deceased, He impressed on 
the jury the necessity of pondering ton, 
over the question of motive. ‘It was stat 
that Joma had discharged Khalik, but they 
did not have it that complaint was to be 
made againat accused, and there was no 
ovidence to show that the accused had 
auy gradgo against Jemal. It was given 
in evidence that nccused bad mado a 
statemont with regard to the murder, and 
it waa fortho jury to say that the story 
was probable or not. He submitted that 
it was quite possible that such an outrage 
8s that alleged by tho prisoner could have 
occurred under the circumstances. With 
regard to tho Russian it was not gatis- 
factorily uxplainea what ho was doing there 
on that night and why he went away, He 
did not want to press unduly against any- 
one who' was abeont, but where it was 
mutter of life and death he was entitled to 
say hat the jury should give evorything 
great considoration before a decision should 
bo arrived at. With regard te the seatobing 
of the pillow by the accused —why should 
hol the prisoner do what all the othora 
wore doing? He searched for tho object 
which actually brought about the death of 
the deceased, whom tho accused called his 
brother. If the evidence was clear and 
conclusive againet the prisoper thoy should 
hring him in guilty, but if there was any 
doubt whatever thay must bring tho prison- 
er in not guilty, 

The Chicf Justice in summing up ox- 
posse Toyret. that it was possible for a 

ritish subject to be murderod so near to 
a Consulate and yet nothing be known of it 
for wix days. It wae regrettable that the 
Russian should have gone away, but in con- 
sidering the question of the guilt or inno- 
cence of an accused jurios were sometimes 
confronted with tho fact that the case had 
not been presented to them quite as ratis- 
fnctorily sa they might havo wishod, but 
that did not relieve thom of the duty thoy 
had to perform, The fact that the Russian 
was muirsing was not arcason for them to 
find the prisoner not guilty, if on the whole 
of the evidence they came to the conclusion 
that ho wospuilty. Ho asked them was it 
likely that the Russian had ao weapony or 
was it likely that he had used the accused's 
revolver : if the latter wes the case how did 
the prisoner regain posavasion af it immedi- 
ately afterwards.  Aftor -Teviewing the 
evidence. His Lordship concluded his 
summing up which was against tho accused. 

Tho jury aftor a short retirement Irought 
in a verdict of guilty. ; 

Sentence of death was passed, and the 
accused commenced to make a statement to 
the effect that tho Indians at Sainam wero 
his onemies,
